No Bias Against Catholic 


Church Says 


HYDE PARK, N. Y. (®)—Mrs.

Franklin D. Roosevelt, denying 
any “bias against the Roman 
Catholic Church,” said today she 
would “continue to stand for the 
things in our government which 
I think are right.” 

She made the statements in a 
letter to Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, who assailed her last Friday 
in a letter for a “record of anti- 
catholicism unworthy of an Amer- 
ican mother.” 

“I. assure you,” wrote Mrs. 
Roosevelt, “that I have no sense 
of being an ‘unworthy American 
mother.’ The final judgment, my 
dear Cardinal Spellman, of the 
worthiness of all human beings 
is in the hands of God.”

‘Sehool Issue 

The controversy stemmed from 
Mrs. _Roosevelt’s opposition to 
federal. aid to parochial schools. 
Cardmal Spellman said = Mrs. 
Roosevelt aligned herself with 
backers of the Barden bill in her 
June 23 column and two others. 
The Bafden bill would permit 
federal aid only to public schools. 
Mrs. Roosevelt mentioned Car- 
dinal Spellman’s opposition to the 
Barden bill in her column. 

Mrs. Rocsevelt wrote the car- 
dinal: 

“I have no bias against the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

“I have no intention of attack- 
ing you personally, nor of attack- 
ing the Roman Catholic Church, 
but I shall, of course, continue to 
stand for the things in our gov- 
ernment which I think are right. 


Honest Belief 

“They may lead me to be in 
Opposition to you and to other 
groups within our country, but I 
Shall always act, as far as I am 
able, from real conviction and 
from honest belief.” 

In her reply today, Mrs. Roose- 
velt declared: “I have never ad- 
vocated the Barden bill, nor any 
other specific bill on education 
now before the Congress. I be- 
lieve, hcwever, in federal aid to 
education.”

WASHINGTON—During April, ¢ 


the only catagory in the automo- 
bile field to show an appreciable 
gain in volume of financing over 
March was used car sales, Feder- 
al Reserve System statistics re- 


The used passenger class rose 
6 per cent in number of cars and 
3 per cent in volume of paper, 
while all classes of commercial 
cars dropped. New car financing 
remained about the same as 
March with only a 1 percent rise 
in paper volume. The class stood 
pat on number of cars. 

Retail automotive financing 
during April rose to 205,483 ve- 

hicles, against 205,086 during 
March. This brought in a paper 
volume of $238,839,730. 

Wholesale paper amounted to 
$401,620,376 on a total of 242,992 
vehicles. During March, 263,113 
wholesale vehicles were financed.

| |AAA Battery 
Bulletin Gives 
Charging Tips 


WASHINGTON — Information 
about charging batteries was con- 
tained in a recent bulletin issued 
by the National Automotive Ser- 


Automobile Association. 

Batteries can be safely charged 
at 100 amperes as long as a close 
check is kept on battery temper- 
ature, the bulletin states. 

“Fast charging of a battery re- 
quires more time than is realiz- 
ed. For example, a 100 ampere- 
hour battery that is completly 
discharged should be charged for 
about an hour and a quarter at 
100 amperes. At 60 amperes, it | 
would take about two hours. 

“There are a lot of service cp- 
erators trying to turn out 30- 
minute fast charges. It can’t be | 
done with any kind of 100 ampere 
charger, unless charging an 80 | 
AH battery which is only about | 
half discharged.”
